Decides to Slay Sister. 

This thought . came surging 
Cora’s mind as she stood waist deep: in 
Sugar CTreek and held a revolver close 
The signs on

the creek bank tell this as Plainly as 
words. 

They show that Cora ‘idle her 
outer skirt and her shoes and left then 
on the bank e quarter of a mie trom 
her home, 

She unwrapped the revolver and left 


the paper with her shoes and\ skirt. 
In her stockinged: feet she walked 10 
yards east of this point and waded inte 


the water. Tracks in the soft clay 
show that she returned to the bank 
and walked back to where she had 
left her clothing. Smaller tracks show 
that the little sister stood there whiie 
the “‘little mother,’’ revolver in hand. 
had gone into the creek to end her life. 
These were the only tracks of the little 
girl. She had been carried to that point. 

The footprints of Cora doubled back 
to the place where she first entered 
the water. At the last moment she de. 
cided to take the child with her into 
the great unknown. 

Two shots in quick succession and 
all was over. The weary life of the 
“little mother’ was ended and the in- 
valid child who had been her burden 
was taken from a world of pain. 

Their bodies were found in the creek 
an hour later. Near Cora’s hand was 
‘found the weapon, a small revolver, lit- 
tle more than a toy. 


Child a Heavy Burden. 
When other girls in the little town 


on the main traveled road to Springfield 
were ‘‘having fun’ she was burdened 
with the care of her sister, who, at the 
age of 9, was 50 helpless that she could 
not even feed herself. Unable to walk 
except very short distances, the child 
had to be carried most of the time. 


.But it. wasn’t the: physical burden 
which shattered Cora’s nerves. It was 
the thought that she had been cheated 
out of the good times which other girls 
had, the buggy rides, the parties, the 
frequent visits to the city, the atten- 
tions of young men. 

She was the-only girl in the village 
who had no sweetheart. The care of 
her invalid sister left her no time to 
entertain company.

Section 33b provides for calling a con- 
vention to select delegates to the na- 
tional convention and electing a na- 
tional committeeman and performing 
such other acts as may be necessary for 
national party purposes, providing how- 
ever. that said acts do not confilct with 
or are not inconsistent with this law. 

It is plain that we have in this new 
law some very serious complications 
that will require the attention of our 
worthy election coemplosioners to adjust.

Not only is Dr. Fraenkel’s method fm- 
Miliar to St. Louis physicians, but a 
few months ago Dr. Marc Ray Hughes, 
Louls neurologist, added to 
this method ideas of his own which have 
resulted in marked improvemen Dr. 
Hughes took several of his patients to a 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical So- 
clety. There he put them through the 
movements he has originated and dem- 
Onstrated the practical success of his 
theories. To a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Dr. Hughes outlined his method.

The 
official notice, signed by the editor, H. 
W. Seymotr, follows: ; 

“As it has not been profitable of late, 
ptiblication of the Chronicle will be sus- 
pended with this issue. All Habilities of 
the Chicago Chronicle Co. will be met 
‘aa usual in the regular course.”’ 

The Chronicle began publication on 
May 28, 1895, as the only Deémocratic 
mbrning paper then in Chicago. John 
R. Walsh, one of the chief owners, and 
formerly president of the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank, refused the support of his 
paper to William J. Bryan during 
Bryan's candidacy for the presidency, 
and in the last national campaign the 
Chronicle came out as a Republican
